To the Honorable Senate and Souse of Bepresentatives, 

The undersigned, in obedience to the requirements of law, 
transmits herewith his Annual Report of the operations of the 
Treasury Department for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1870. 

The year which has closed has witnessed the continued 
growth and prosperity of the Commonwealth in all its material 
interests. The wise and liberal measures taken in the past for 
advancing and promoting the education and moral welfare of 
the people, have been followed by a continuous and steadily 
increasing prosperity. This result, which is properly attributable 
in no small degree to the more skilful and intelligent applica- 
tion of labor and the higher degree of prudence and thrift which 
accompany a general diffusion of knowledge among the masses 
of the people, has been exhibited as fully in the financial history 
of the past year as during previous years. During the year there 
has been a reduction of the amount of State debt outstanding, 
by the payment of more than two millions of dollars, and the 
increase of the various sinking funds, which may properly be 
regarded as an extinguishment of debt, amounts to about a 
million more. Nearly every funded debt of the State has a 
sinking fund provided, through the operation of which the pay- 
ment of the debt at maturity is secured. These funds have now 
reached the point where, by the accumulation of their own 
interest they will at the maturity of the debt be sufiicient for 
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its discharge without any further taxation. While that portion 
of the debt which has been incurred in aid of the various rail- 
road enterprises is as a whole in a less satisfactory condition 
than the other debt of the State, yet there are some notable 
exceptions, and with regard to several of them it is fairly to be 
expected that the increasfd growth in population, industry and 
wealth arising from increased facilities of communication and 
transportation will, at no very distant period, indirectly, if not 
directly, secure the State against any serious loss. Colisider- 
ing the weight of the burden of debt, with reference to the 
increased capacity for its discharge, created by the expenditures 
for which the debt has been incurred, and inferring the disposi- 
tion of the State to discharge its debts from the uniform 
practice of the past, and the intelligent, persistent and well- 
considered provision made for the future, we find ample justifi- 
cation for the good credit and financial standing which the 
Commonwealth still enjoys.

THE REVENUE. 

The principal sources of revenue are the tax on savings bank 
deposits, the corporation tax, taxes on shares of non-resident 
stockholders in national banks, insurance premiums, coal and 
mining companies, and receipts from alien passengers, correc- 
tional institutions, licenses and commissions, and interest on 
deposits. It is safe to assume that the income from these 
sources in the coming year will at least be equal to that of last 
year, and from some of them wiU be considerably increased. 
The savings bank tax alone yielded in 1870, $155,256.81 over 
the preceding year, and in 1871 the receipts from that source 
•will unquestionably exceed a million dollars. The income from 
other sources are substantially the same from year to year. 

Whatever deficiency there may be in these receipts to meet 
the expenses of the government must be raised by the annual 
State tax. 

In the payments from revenue, the item of interest, already 
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a very large one, mnst increase bo long as the debt will be 
increased by the progress of work upon the Hoosac Tunnel. 

The taxes have been paid with more than the usual prompt- 
ness. 

The only delinquent towns at the close of the year in the pay- 
ment of the State tax were Belchertown and Hatfield, in Hamp- 
shire County, South wick, in Hampden County, and Ashfield and 
Hawley, in Franklhi County. Belchertown and Hawley have 
since paid. y 

Of the corporation tax, less than six thousand dollars was 
unpaid.

Of this amount, as in previous years, a portion is still due to 
cities and towns, while there is, also, an additional amount to be 
received from corporations which have not yet paid. It should, 
perhaps, be explained that the balance due cities and towns, 
arises from collections which had not been made at the time of 
payment of the State tax by the cities and towns ; at which time 
a distribution is made of all taxes collected of corporations up 
to that date. The net revenue to the State from the operation 
of this law does not differ materially from that of last year. 

This law has now been in operation upon substantially the 
same general principle for seven years, and a brief summary of 
its operations during that time may be not without interest. 
Under the law, the capital stock of all corporations organized 
for purposes of business or profit and having a capital stock 
divided into shares is subjected to annual valuation and a tax is 
assessed upon this valuation, first deducting the value of the real 
estate and machinery, if any, of the corporations, assessed in the 
place of its location at the valuation fixed for that purpose, at a 
rate found by assessing the aggregate amount raised by taxation 
for town, county and State purposes in all the cities and towns 
in the State upon the gross valuation of the State. The aggre-

The rapid diminution in valuation between 1864 and 1865, is 
due to the fact that the banks and coal and mining companies 
in the latter year, ceased to be taxable under this law^ thereby 
removing a very considerable real and apparent valuation. 

The rates of taxation for the various years have been as fol- 
lows : upon a thousand dollars of valuation in 1864, f 11.66f ;

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From this source the State has received in the seren years 
the sum of $2,817,507.47 as net revenue. 

It seems probable that a revenue to the amount of about four 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars annually, may be expected 
from this source, with a greater amount in years of greater 
prosperity for the various mechanical and manufacturing inter- 
est, so largely carried on by corporations.

The receipts from this source have constituted a considerable 
item of the revenue of the State during the year. The result

The law is complicated and attended with a great deal of an- 
noyance in its operations to the oflScers charged with the assess- 
ment and collection of the tax, and is also quite unsatisfactory 
from the opportunities presented for evasion of taxation which 
there is every reason to believe are taken advantage of to a 
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considerable extent. I respectfully renew my suggestion of last 
year as to the importance of further legislation for securing a 
prompt and eflScient compliance with the present requirements of 
the law, and of fixing a standard for the allowances for assess- 
ing and collecting. If the system adopted by the State for tax- 
ing corporations existing by authority of our own laws, could 
be applied to these institutions it would relieve the local asses- 
sors and collectors, as well as the officers of these corporations, 
of much trouble, and would secure the certain collection of a 
proportionate tax from all the shareholders. In the present 
state of congressional legislation I am informed that this cannot 
be done and I would suggest for the consideration of the legis- 
lature, a change in the present law whereby the cities and towns 
in which the banks are located, should be required to assess and 
collect of the banks directly, a tax upon all the shares in> the 
banks situated therein, at the local rates, accounting to the 
State for that portion assessed upon parties not residing in the 
city or town, the State to account to the city or town in which 
those shareholders reside, and are taxable, who live in the State, 
and retain the balance in the State Treasury. This course I 
understand, is allowable under the Acts of Congress, and unless 
there is some objection arising under our own constitution to 
prevent its legality, should in my opinion, be adopted ; as it 
would undoubtedly prove more efficient and complete than the 
present law, without doing any injustice to the banks or their 
shareholders. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The debt of the Commonwealth in the following statement 
includes not only the civil and war debt, but also the entire 
amount of scrip issued on account of the construction of the 
Troy and Greenfield Railroad and Hoosac Tunnel, and in aid of 
all other railroad enterprises now outstanding, and the unfunded 
debt and temporary loan. There is no other indebtedness of 
the State except the amount of unpaid warrants in the Trea- 
sury as stated in detail at the close of this Report, for the 
payment of which there is about a corresponding amount of 
uncollected taxes.

During the year 1871 the present funded debt will be still 
further reduced by the payment of the balance of the loan to 
the Western Railroad Company, on the first day of April next, 
amounting to 1761,816 ; the balance of the loan to the Eastern 
Railroad Company on the first day of July next, amounting to 
$50,000 ; and of the first instalment of the Union Fund (war) 
loan on the same day, of $200,000, the aggregate of which 
payments will be $1,011,816.00. 

There are no existing provisions of law for increasing the 
funded debt except for defraying the expense of completing the 
Hoosac Tunnel, and to reimburse the treasury for moneys 
advanced in the prosecution of that work. 

The foregoing statesments exhibit in a condensed form the 
transactions with the debt during the year 1870, and that a re- 
duction of the present funded debt to the extent of more than a 
million of dollars will be made in 1871, without encroaching 
upon the revenue except for the premium on gold for the $200,- 

000 Union Fund.

The first two will be paid within the next six months without 
loss to the Commonwealth. The Western Railroad Sinking 
Fund holds among its investments £30,600 of the £157,400 
unredeemed, leaving only £126,800 to be provided for. More 
than half of the balance of the fund is in gold-bearing bonds 
of the United States, $300,000 of which, with six months' inter- 
est thereon, became due on January 1, so that there will be only 
a slight deficiency to be paid by the Boston and Albany Railroad 
Oompany. 

The Norwich and Worcester Railroad Sinking Fund, with its 
accumulations of interest, and the annual payment to it by that 
corporation, it is apparent will be amply sufficient to redeem 
the State scrip long before it becomes due. The entire fund is 
invested in gold-bearing securities. 

The debt on account of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
and Hoosac Tunnel has the benefit of a sinking fund, which 
amounted December 31, 1870, to $655,640.81. ^ This debt must 
be annually increased until the work is finished. The only 
security for the larger part of this debt will be the value of the 
property at the time when the bonds mature, which will be from 
1888 to 1893. 

The Sinking Fund of the Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad 
on the 31st December, 1870, was $659,196.38. The fund is 
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wholly invested in city, county, and town scrip in Massachusetts 
and in scrip of the State of Maine, which yields upon its cost a 
higher rate of interest than six per cent. It is evident that the 
present fund, with its accumulations at six per cent, per annum, 
will be sufficient, on the first day of January, 1900, to pay the 
principal of the scrip loaned by the State to that company. 
The State is now obliged to pay in London the interest on the 
debt, and has no security for that beyond the value of $3,600,000 
of the Berdell mortgage bonds, so called.

It is worthy of notice that the Union Loan Sinking Fund 
appears to be equal to the debt which it is to redeem. Such has 
been the case for some years. The legislature a few years since, 
presuming on the resumption of specie payments before this 
debt should mature, passed an Act directing the income of this 
fund to be carried to the War Loan Fund. The amount of the 
fund is expressed in currency, while the debt is payable in gold. 
The premium on gold on so much as becomes due before the 
resumption of specie payments must be charged to revenue in 
order to keep the fund equal to the debt for which it is pledged- 
The income of the Union Fund is added to the War Fund. 
The other three funds accumulate also by the addition of their 
respective income to the principal. The increase of the four 
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funds last mentioned during the year 1870 is $992,798.54. 
These funds are already nearly equal to half the amount of the 
debt, and when it is considered that more than one half the 
war debt will not become due in less than twenty-three years, 
it is rendered certain that these funds, with their accumulations 
will be amply sufficient to redeem the debt.

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The last two items of interest may be considered as extraor- 
dinary, and have never before appeared in the sums charged to 
revenue. The interest on the Troy and Greenfield Railroad, 
and Hoosac Tunnel debt prior to 1870, was charged to the cost 
of that enterprise to be reimbursed to the Treasury upon the 
sale of scrip. The legislature of 1870 changed that policy, and 
the interest paid in 1870 was charged to revenue account. 

THE CLAIMS AGAINST THE EASTERN AND NORWICH RAILROAD 

COMPANIES. 

Immediately after the passage of chap. 23 of the Resolves of 
1870 "in relation to the expenditures of the Commonwealth 
for the redemption of the scrip issued for the benefit of the 
Eastern Railroad Company and the Norwich and Worcester 
Railroad Company,'' the Treasurer of the Commonwealth de- 
manded of the Eastern Railroad Company, the sum of $298,- 
016.04, and of the Norwich and Worcester Railroad Company, 
the sum of 1119,727.90, the sums claimed of said corporations 
respectively, for moneys expended by the Commonwealth in the 
purchase of coin wherewith to pay the principal and interest of 
the scrip loaned the first named company as it became due 
and to pay the interest of the scrip loaned the last named com- 
pany as it became due. Said corporations having neglected to 
pay said sums within three months from the passage of said 
Resolve, the Treasurer transmitted said claims to the attorney- 
general for collection agreeably to the terms of said Resolve. 
The Treasurer is advised by the attorney-general that suits 
have been commenced by him against each of said corporations 
for the recovery of said claims. 

The Eastern Railroad Company paid $75,000 of the principal 
of the scrip loaned to them, which became due on the first day 
of July last, and the interest on the loan to them in gold coin. 

The Norwich and Worcester Railroad Company tendered the 
amount required of that corporation to pay the interest on the 
scrip loaned to them, due July 1 last, in United States legal 
tender notes, which were refused, and gold coin demanded of 
them. The same demand was made for the interest due Jan. 
1, 1871. Neither of said demands have been complied with, 
and a suit has been commenced by the attorney-general for 
the recovery of same.
